For. the next few years, Janssen 
was in Tin Pan’ Allgy. His first pub- 
lished composition . was Dancing 
Honeymoon, for which he got $25, 
He wrote tunes for $5 a week, played 
the accompaniment to Will Rogers’ 
rope act; appeared in vaudeville, and 
corducted theater orchestras, In1925 
he give Broadway an exhibition of 
his mettle. He had written the mu- 
sic for Lady Butterfly. Just before 
curtain rise on night the musicians 
Struck. The audience, given the 
choice of money back or of seeing a 
musical-show with a one-man orches 
tra, unanimously remained. Janssen 
at the piano was encored again and 
again, and the strike was broken. 

While earning a living conducting 
theater orchestras and » writing 
Songs, Janssen began to work on 
ambitious symphonic. compositions. 
In 1929 he thought his fortune was 
miade. Roxy engaged him to lead 120 
musicians at the old Roxy Theater. 
But aftei two months, the young 
conductor was fired without explan- 
ation. Tf 8 a ceremony like that 
of breaking an officer’s sword: The 
perce wns snatched out of hig hand 
in the presenve of his  onchestra. 
Shortly after, he was offered a con- 
tract to compose and conduct for 
N.BC. in Cleveland. — . 

There he became the first sym- 
phonic journalist .What he saw and 
heard he narrated on the strings, 
basses, drums and woodwinds. ‘The 
musical newshawk, for example, 
spent two days in the Cleveland city 
prison; he reported the clang of iron 
doors, the yelis of cok&é fiends, and 
the general uproar, in Jail Wail. 
The musician suddenly found him- 
self a local celebrity. The Mayor of 
Cleveland and other notables accom- 
panied Janssen on an ice-breaking 
trip on the Cuyahoga River. The 
puffing of the tugboat, its crunching 
and the music-box tinkling of the 
ice, the cries of the gulls, and other 
sounds were treated by Janssen in 
|Cruising on the Crooked Cuyahoga, 
Some of his scores should have been 
included in the collection of the 
best news stories of 1929. In 1930 he 
was awarded the Prix de Rome, 
chiefly for his symphonic work New 
Year's Eve in New York, which is 
regarded by some critics as one of 
the finest pieces of modern Ameri- 
‘can music. 


One of the numbers. at a Lambs’ 
|Gambol scme years ago was that of 
blindfolding Janssen, striking com- 
plicated chords, and calling on him 
to name the individual notes of 
;which they were composed. Victor 
Herbert, Sousa, and others took part 
in this sport. They struck 11 or 12 
ikeys at once, but found it impossi- 
| ble to catch Jangsen in error in ana- 
lyzing the combination of sounds. 
His sense of timing is developed to 

similar perfection. Three years 
several modernist composers 
drinking beer in Strasbourg.

On the 
following day he received a cable- 
gram inviting him to conduct the 
New York Philharmonic. 

Todiy he is a gaunt, haggard, hot 
low-cheeked. man of 34, with eyes 
deep-sunken but brilliant as 
hawk’s. He early became an insom- 
niac through necessity. He is one to- 
day for efficiency. It is not unusual 
for him to work a two-day stretch 
without sleep in preparation for a 
concert.

EDUCATION... ° criticism 

It is a good sign that so many 
people are coming out. with criti- 
eiams of our educational systems 
and methods. Everything which af- 
fects the public welfare needs to’ be 
chalienged every .so often. If it 
can’t stand up -under scrutiny, it 
should be refonmed or abolished. . 

The latest criticism of American 
educational methods is that wé have 
followed too blindly the European 
tradition that education is intended 
to create a’ superior culture which 
only a few can acquire. I have long 
believed that one of the failings of 
American schools is that they tend 
to impose upon youthful minds the 
idea that education ‘has no relation 
to the realities of life. 

There is only one educational pur- 
pose which justifies taxing ‘the 


. taal people for it. That punpose is 


to. enablé those who get an educa- 
tion to understand) life, not a differ- 
ent kind of life but the life of, en- 
vironment and upbringing, and as to 
fit more easily into the actual life of 
their people and their times. 


FEVER new cures found 

Several years ago I was lunching 
at Schenectady with Dr. Willis R. 
peep who told me that he had 
just discovered in the General Elec- 
tric haboratory that very short radio 
waves, passing through the body 
would set up a fever, which «ceased 
lwhem the waves stopped. “It has

|Pents look into it.” 


Out of that -aecidental discovery 
has grown an entirely new medical 
technique for the treatment of many 
diseases. Physicians’had discovered 
that malarial fever would cure cer- 
tain types of insanity, but malaria 
itself was nothing to fool with. Now 
they are using the short radio waves 
to set up artificial fevers, and I saw 
a report recently of successful cures 
of arthritis, asthma and even more 
serious diseases by this method.

cury preparations and how to make 
the worms curl up their tails with 
arsenate of lead. The tunf on the 
putting green is produced and main- 
tained under conditions go artificial 
that the greenkeeper has to wage & 
constant contest with natuc. He 
can contnol weeds on the green to 
some extént by thé use of the pro- 
per fertilizer, and he must apply it 
liberally and timely, so that the 
grasses miay receive in due season 
the balanced ration of avaueote 
nutrients required for their vigor- 
ous growth. Commencing some time 
in April, the fertilizer may be ap- 
plied to the greens once in every four 
weeks, withholding it during periods 
| of extreme heat, which may be in 
July and early August. The final 
application for the season may be 
made about mid-September. 
Fertilizing Greens 

The fertilizer used by the green- 
keeper is not the same as that which 
the farmer applies to his grassland. 
Growing grass on the putting green 
is quite dissimilar to growing hay or 
pasture on the farm. The farmer 
aims to grow palatable, nutritious 
herbage containing lots of clover, 
and the latter is encouraged by 
| plentiful available supplies of phos- 
phate and potash. Now, claver is 
just what the greenkeeper does not 
want, though it will creep in despite 
his efforts to keep it out. A precau- 
tionary measure is to use a fertilizer 
in which nitrogen predominates al- 
most to the exclusion of phosphate 
and potash. Another is to keep the 
soil of the green distinctly acid in 
reaction, which may be accomplish- 
ed ‘by means of acid-forming fertil- 
izers containing ammonia nitrogen. 
Clovers, broad-leaved grasses and 
certain weeds are less tolerant of 
acidity than are the finer bents and 
fescues, hence the reason for en- 
deavouring to establish acid condi- 
tions. 


Acidity in Greens 


Results of recent research disclose 
that soil activity is not a prerequis- 
ite of weed control but that it is the 
ammonia radicle which proves toxic 
to plants such as clover, yarrow and 
other weeds low in carbohydrates. 
On the greens of many a course 
artificially created acidity has be- 
come so extreme that applications of 
lime to restore equilibrium have 
been necessary. Phosphate, because 
of its favourable influence on root 
development and its action in pre- 
cipitating soluble alwminium which 
is toxic, and potash, now recognized 
as effective against fungus diseases, 
are both accorded a place in the 
modern, approved 10-5-2 fertilizer 
for golf greens. : 

The System Works 5 

Science aids the greenkeeper in 
reducing the hazards of his profes- 
sion, and the intelligent use of fer- 
tilizens is half the battle. Improved 
mechanical appliances at his dispo- 
sal include the useful imyplement for

SOME IMPORTANT PLANT 

DISEASH$ REQUIRING A’ : 
TION IN EARLY SPRING 


The Annual Plant Disease 
conducted by the Division of Botany 
emphasizes the importance of plant 
diseases and illustrates the neces- 
sity of adopting all possible measur. 
es which will prevent losses from 
this source. The approach of Spring’ 
brings with it the problem of start- 
ing the season’s campaign against 
diseases, many of which are pre- 
‘ventable by proper action at this 
time. A thorough spring clean-up of 
all sources of disease contributes 
enormously towards the destruction 
of spores to which the young and 
tender plants are highly susceptible, 
for once spring growth starts the 
benefits of this important farming 
practice are greatly reduced. 

Black knot, most serious disease 
of plums, requires attention in the 
early: spring if the recommended 
schedule of control measures is to 
be made fully effective. This consid- 
eration is based upon the ability of 
the black knot fungus to pass the 
winter in a living state on knots 
which shed the disease producing 
spores in the early spring. The first 
step towards control, therefore, is 
the simple yet effective expedient of 
pruning all knots during March and 
again in May. Following this a dor- 
Mant spray should be ajyplied to each 
plum tree in the orchard, using one 
gallon of commercial lime sulphur to 
seven gallons of water. 

Fire blight of apples and pears is 
another disease known to survive 
the winter on the limbs. Its presence 
is indicated by what is known as 
holdover cankers from which oozes 
a liquid containing the highly infec- 
tious fire blight bacteria. Persons 
who have overlooked the advantage 
to ‘be gained over this disease by late 
summer pruning should cut away and 
burn all cankers early this spring, 
even if it is necessary to sacrifice the 
entire tree. The branches should be 
cut off well back from the diseased 
areas and the pruning knife disin- 
fected afiter each cut in corrosive 
sublimate, dissolved at the rate of 1 
part to 1000 parts of water. 

Sanitation in the early spring is 
a necessary phase of the general 
programme of plant disease control. 
Gardencrs anxious to reduce the 
destructiveness of hollyhock rust, 
peony blight, rose cane canker and 
many other diseases will do well to 
cut away all dead or diseased parts, 
burning these together with any old 
leaves or litter which may be raked 
away from the plants. Timeliness of 
this effort unquestionably affords a 
high degree of protection, for it re- 
moves the source of contamination, 
thereby increasing greatly the effec- 
tiveness of any spray applications 
applied during the growing season. 

Yery shortly now the question will 
be raised—is it necessary or advis- 
able to treat seed grain; if so, how 
and when? Seed treatment is recom- 
mended not only for smut preventiun 
but for the reduction in the preval- 
ence of other seed4borne diseases 
such as leaf blotch of oats and net 
blotch of barley. Farmers are urged | 
therefore, to communicate with the | 
nearest plant pathological laboratory 
for full instructions on seed grain 
treatment.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS, OR 
POLIOMYELITIS 


So far as numbers go, infantile 
paralysis is not a large problem as 
compared with other infectious dis- 
eases. On this continent, it accounts 
for about eight or nine hundred 
deaths a year while tuberculosis 
causes 77,000; , syphilis 12,000; 
whooping-cough from 5 to 8 thou- 
sand; typhoid about 5,000; diphtheria 
5,000 and automobile accidents about 
40,000. 

There are about ten paralytic cas- 
es for every 00,000 of populatio& 
each year. Twtere seems to be less 
of the affection in all European 
countries, with the exception of 
Scandinavia, than on the Nerth Am- 
erican continent where “Polio” — is 
more frequent in the interior of the 
country than on the gea-coasts. 
Curiously one of the most intense 
epidemics occurred some years ago 
on an isolated volcanic island called 
Naura or Pleasant Island on the 
equator, with a population on x9 8 
square miles of 2300. There were 700 
cases, a rate of 30,000 per hundred 
of population. Another circumstance 
was that but few of the patients 
were under 12 years of age. The na-

Measures of Prevention 

Contact with cases of infantile 
paralysis should he avoided. Cases 
mild and severe, paralytic or other- 
wise, should be carefully reported. 
Since any paralysis in a given case 
comes on, as a rule, within three 
days of the onset, it is not difficul? 
for doctors to diagnose the paralytic 
cages: 

What about the value of convales- 
cent serum? 

(here has been so much newspa- 
per reference to the use of serum 
from the blood of caseg that have 
recovered, that the public now de- 
mand the use of this remedy. Its 
value is, using the Scotch verdict,

The highest authorities on the sub- 
ject are in doubt concerning the 
efficacy of serum in the control of 
the disease. Closing of schoo in 
the face of an outbreak is, as in 
other infections, useless since chil- 
dren mingle together out of school,

Viewing the success the medicai 
profession has had in the control of 
such diseases as diphtheria, tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever, small pox 
and many others of much wider ex- 
tent than “Polio”, one may hold out 
the greatest hope that this one too, 
may yet be brought under control.

will not have to ‘keep on working 
until they drop in their tracks of old 
age, or subsist on an inadequate pit- 
tance if they elect to retire at 65.

Early Cultivating 

During the early part of the sea- 
son a little cultivation every week 
will help plants along wonderfully. 
The purpose is two-fold. Unsightly 
weeds are killed and valuable mois-. 
ture is conserved. Growth is hurried 
along. Later on as the flowerg or 
vegetables develop it will not be 
necessary to cultivate so often. 
Sometimes a mulch of ‘short straw or| 
grass clippings is spread over the 
garden to retain moisture during the 
summer.
